INTRODUCTION TO THE FIRST EDITION. 


To His ExcreLtency, CoLonet ARTHUR. 
Colonial Secreiary’s Office, Hobart Town, 10th October, 1836. 


Sir,—In obedience to your Excellency’s instructions, to be furnished 
with Statistical Returns upon the several heads hereafter referred to, from 
the commencement of your Administration of the Government of Van 
Diemen’s Land, I have the honor to transmit herewith 46 Documents, 
which have been compiled from the Official Records either previously depo- 
sited in my office, or which have been obtained by me subsequently to your 
Excellency’s instructions. 


The compilation of statistical details, embracing a period of upwards of 
eleven years, the most of which had not been previously required, has been 
attended with some unexpected difficulties, and greater delay, than I had 
anticipated ; and although, as a whole, they are more complete than I 
could, under such circumstances, have contemplated, yet your Excellency 
will perceive that they are deficient in some unimportant particulars. 


As these Returns commence with your Excellency’s Administration in 
1824, and extend to 1835, inclusive, the details showing, in their subdi- 
visions, the results of each year respectively, I have deemed it better, for 
the sake of uniformity, not to include the results of any portion of the 
current year, but I wiil take care to prepare similar Returns for 1836, as 
soon as practicable, for your further information. 


In transmitting these Documents, I take leave to submit a few observa- 
tions for your Excellency’s more immediate consideration. 


The Return No. 1 shows a progressive annual augmentation of Revenue 
from 1824 to 1835,—in the fixed Revenue of the Colony, from £16,866, 
to £91,320, being an increase at the rate of 443 per cent. during the 
period, whilst the Land Revenue likewise augmented from £2,418, in 1828, 
(when the first receipts were obtained) to £15,319 in 1835, 


Return No. 2 is a statement of the Expenditure for the same period, 
and shows an augmentation from £32,126, to £103,029, being an increase 
during the same period at the rate of 220 per cent. 


No. 3 is a Return of Pensions, and it cannot but be pleasing to your 
Excellency to reflect, that the charges upon the Colony for Pensions, at the 
expiration of the year 1835, recommended for services to the Crown during 
your long Administration, amount only to £35 per annum. 
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Nos. 4 and 5 refer to the number of Vessels entered inwards, and cleared 
outwards, and of the value of the Exports and Imports for the same period, 
—and it will be gratifying to your Excellency to perceive from them, that 
whilst the number of Vessels in 1824 inwards was 33, with a tonnage of 
11,116, and outwards 35, with a tonnage of 11,604; and the value of the 
Imports in the same year was £62,000, and of the Exports £14,500— 
that in 1835, the Vessels inwards were 234, with a tonnage of 55,833, and 
outwards 225 Vessels, with a tonnage of 53,560, and that the value of 
Imports was £583,646, and of the Exports £320,679. 


No. 6 shows the number and tonnage of Vessels belonging to Van 
Diemen’s Land, from 1824 to 1835, and by it it will be perceived, that 
although in 1824 but one Vessel of 42 tons belonging to the Colony, yet 
in 1835 the number had increased to 71, with a tonnage of 4,397. So also 
with regard to the Shipping and Fisheries. In Return No. 7, it will be 
seen that there were none until 1828, at which period 8 Vessels were 
engaged in the Fisheries, and 23 boats, making a Return in the value of 
the produce of the Fisheries for that year of £11,268 ; whilst in 1835 the 
number of Ships amounted to 40, the boats to 155, and the value of the 
produce of the Fisheries to £64,858. 


Returns from No. 8 to 16 inclusive have reference to Lands granted and 
sold—to the Crops cultivated—to the number of Sheep, Horses, Cattle, &c. 
—to the produce of the Lands, and the value of such produce—as also of 
the number of Cattle and Sheep slaughtered at Hobart ‘Town, and the 
prices paid by the Commissariat for fresh meat at Hobart Town and Laun- 
ceston during the whole period. 


From the Returns 8 and 9 it will be observed that your Excellency has 
granted 1,053,350 acres of Land to Settlers generally, 9,930 to discharged 
Soldiers, and 350,000 to the Van Diemen’s Land Company, making a total of 
1,413,280 acres—and that there have been sold in the same period 241,736 
acres for the sum of £104,248—averaging 8s. 74d, per acre—and likewise 
101 Town and Suburban allotments for £2,758, at an average per acre of 
£15 14s. 3d. 


In No. 10 will be found an account of the number of acres in crop, and 
the nature of each crop from 1828 to 1835, showing the increase to be from 
34,033 to 87,283 acres. 


No. 11 shows the number of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, and Goats, from 
1828 (there are no earlier Records) to 1835. ‘The Returns from which this 
is compiled, I am apprehensive, contain some errors in stating the quantities 
of Cattle and Sheep, otherwise it is difficult to understand why the increase 
and fluctuations in both have been so disproportioned to the steady annual 
increase in Horses. In 1828, there were 2,034 Horses, and in 1835, 6,44, 
At the first period, of Cattle, there were 84,476. In 1829, there were 
109,101; in 1830, 85,942; and in 1831, 97,088 ; and they continued to 
fluctuate in the same manner during the other years included in this 
Return, and fell off in 1835 to 82,217. So also with the Sheep. In 188, 
there were 553,698 ; in 1829, 1830, 1831, and 1832, there was a very 
small, but gradual increase in each year, until in the latter they amounted 
to 756,202; in 1833, they fell off to 719,729 ; in 1834, they rose again to 
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765,552, and fell off in 1835 to '744,625. As the annual amount of Wool 
exported has increased in a much greater ratio during the above periods 
than the Returns allow for the increase in Sheep, I am afraid there have 
been some mistakes in the Returns from the Districts, which I am now 
unable to rectify. 


As the export of Wool is a subject in which, from its great Colonial 
importance, your Excellency takes a very lively concern, I will introduce 
some information respecting it, which will be found interesting, in consi- 
dering the progress it has already made. From Parliamentary and Custom 
House papers, to which I have had access, it appears that the quantity of 
Wool imported into England from New South Wales and Van Diemen’s 
Land in 1810 was 167|bs. ; in 1820, it amounted to 99,415lbs.; in 1825, to 
323,995lbs. From 1827, the Returns for the two Colonies are separated, 
and from that time I will confine my remarks to Van Diemen’s Land. In 
that year the Exports were 192,075lbs.; in 1828, 528,846lbs. ; in 1829, 
925,320lbs.; in 1830, 993,979lbs ; in 1831, 1,359,203lbs.; in 1832, 
951,131lbs. ; 1833, 1,547,201 lbs. ; in 1834, 1,601,280lbs. ; and in 1835, 
1,942,800lbs. This statement will show how much greater the yearly 
increase of Wool has been than of the Sheep returned; but it is also 
worthy of notice, that the rise in the price of Van Diemen’s Land Wool has 
been equally remarkable. From information upon which reliance may be 
placed, it may be stated, that in 1824 the average value of the Wool varied 
from 3d. to 6d. per lb., but it may now be quoted as ranging from 1s. 6d. to 
2s. 6d. per Ib. 


Return No. 16 gives the average prices paid for fresh meat supplied by 
contract to the Commissariat at Hobart Town and Launceston from 1824 
to 1835. From this it appears that the highest average price was 44d. in 
1824, the lowest Izsd in 1830, and 3z:d.in 1835. The market rates can- 
not however be collected from this Return, more particularly for the last 3 
years, fresh meat having been very considerably higher in price during 
that period, 


In Nos. 17 and 18 will be found an account of the population from 1824 
to 1835 inclusive. ‘The numbers in 1824 were 12,643, and 40,283 in 
1835, and this increase in 11 years is 228 per cent. The disproportion of 
females to males, which in 1824 was as 1 to 3.5, being in 1835 as 1 to 
ase 


No. 19 gives the rate of wages for mechanics during the same period, 
showing that they had fallen in 1835 very nearly 50 per cent. 


No. 20 is a Return of the diseases treated at the Colonial Hospitals, and 
the number of deaths from 1824 to 1835 inclusive. 


No. 21 gives an account of the manufactories and trades; and whilst in 
1824 there were but 10 different branches of manufactures, and in the 
whole but 22 establishments, there were in 1835 no less than 25 different 
branches with 133 establishments. In 1824 there were only 5 mills in the 
Colony, but in 1835 there were 47, being an increase of 840 per cent. 
In the year first referred to, the mills were nearly all in Hobart Town, 
whereas in 1835 they were pretty equally distributed over the Island, and 
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must greatly have contributed to the convenience of the settlers, and indi- 
rectly to raise the value of their land, by tending to reduce the price of 
bread in the Interior. Again, in 1824 there were neither Agricultural 
Instrument Makers nor Coach Makers in the Colony ; in 1835, there were 
10 of the former, and 2 of the latter. Between the same periods the Print- 
ing Establishments had increased from 1 to 5. 


From my inability to obtain sufficient information in detail to complete a 
Return of the Banking Establishments, I have omitted to notice them in 
the accompanying Documents, but I am enabled to inform your Excellency, 
that in 1824 there was but one bank in the Colony, with a nominal capital 
of £20,000, of which £10,000 was paid up, whilst in 1835 there were 6 
Banks, with a nominal capital amounting together to £320,000, possessing 
paid up capital to the extent of £200,000. ‘The rate of Bank interest 
since 1824 has fallen from 10 to 8 per cent., but a very much more exten- 
sive reduction in the general rate of interest upon mortgages and other 
securities has taken place since that period, 


The most remarkable occurrence during your Excellency’s administration, 
is probably to be found in the unprecedented rise in the value of all Colo- 
nial property, but particularly in land, sheep, and cattle. From the best 
information I can obtain upon this subject, 1 believe I may safely assure 
your Excellency that it has not been less, on an average, than 400 per 
cent., and in very many cases considerably higher. For instance, land 
which in 1824 would not realize more than from five to ten shillings per 
acre, has been sold at prices ranging from £2 to £4; and sheep and cattle, 
which in 1824 could be purchased for five shillings and forty shillings res- 
pectively, cannot now be procured for less than £2 and £12 respectively. 
‘To persons unacquainted with the remarkable state of security for property 
in every part of this Colony, such extraordinary and rapid advances cannot 
fail to be unintelligible ; but those who have witnessed the success of your 
Excellency’s measures for public and individual protection—for the preven- 
tion and punishment of crime—for the control and discipline of the convict 
population—and for the removal and settlement of the Aboriginal Natives, 
can easily comprehend the steps which have led to such happy and prosper- 
ous results, and are sensible that the value of property has increased con- 
temporaneously with the development and accomplishment of your Excel- 
lency’s plans for the general welfare of the Inhabitants of this Colony, and 
the security of their persons and property. 


2eturn No. 22 exhibits the number of Licenses for wholesale and retail 
dealers in spirits. The increase in the former is from 82 to 66, and in the 
latter from 73 to 273. 


No. 23 gives a Return of the Post Office Department, the result of 
which is exceedingly satisfactory. The number of Post Offices increased 
from 1824 to 1835, from 9 to 30, the persons employed in it from 13 to 
113—and the extent of post roads from 239 miles over which the post was 
carried once a fortnight, in 1824, to 434 miles, travelled over by the post 
twice in each week in 1835. There was also established in 1835 a two- 
penny post, having three deliveries a day for Hobart Town and its neigh- 
bourhood to the extent of three miles. ‘fhe Returns of letters and of the 
income and expenditure of the Post Office cannot be procured prior to the 
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year 1832, but from that year to 1835 the increase in every respect has 
been quite remarkable, being upon letters and newspapers forwarded from 
Hobart Town from 22,255 and 13,000 respectively, to 93,483, and 118,708 
respectively ; that in the same period the letters received at Hobart Town 
have increased from 23,005 to 99,602, whilst the income derived has in the 
same period increased from 1398/. to 38,52/., although the expenditure 
for that period has only increased from 2283/. to 28791. ‘The great 
improvement in the roads of the Colony has considerably facilitated com- 
munication between the several Townships and the conveyance of the mail. 
It is not unworthy of remark, that in 1824 there was no public conveyance 
in any part of the Island, and that the mail was conveyed between the two 
principal towns of Hobart Town and Launceston, as well as elsewhere, on 
foot ; whereas the mail is now conveyed under contract, in a mail cart, 
twice a week, between those two towns in nineteen hours (121 miles,) and 
there is also a public coach twice a week upon the same road, as well as 
several public conveyances in other parts of the Island for the accommodation 
of travellers. 


No. 24 shows the number of Places of Public Worship, and the number 
of Sittings in each, from 1824 to 1835; and I am sure it will be highly satis- 
factory to your Excellency to perceive, that although there were only four 
places of Public Worship in 1824, with 1464 sittings, there were in 1835 
no less than eighteen, containing 8369 sittings; and that whilst in 1824 the 
sittings were in the proportion of (nearly) one to every eight souls, in 1835 
they were (nearly) as one to four, and several Churches and Places of 
Public Worship, not included in this Return, were erecting in 1835 in 
various parts of the Colony. 


Nos. 25 and 26 contain information respecting the Government Schools. 
Unfortunately the records prior to 1828 cannot be obtained. I am, how- 
ever, aware that in 1824 there were but two Government Schools, although 
I cannot now ascertain what number of children attended. It appears, 
however, that in 1828 there were but eight schools, at which 419 children 
attended, and that in 1835 there were twenty-nine schools, attended by 
1177 children. From these Returns, it appears that the Schools have 
incréased, since 1828, at the rate of 262 per cent.; the pupils at the rate of 
180 per cent.; the population in the same period having increased only 
118 per cent. And it is to be remarked that this Return does not include 
the school at Point Puer, Port Arthur, where, on the average, 274 convict 
boys are taught reading, a knowledge of the scriptures, &c., &c., as well 
as two Infant Schools in Hobart Town, and one in Launceston. 


Private Schools during the same space of time have made a still more 
rapid increase, as in 1828 there were very few, yet in 1835 they were 
established in almost every Township, and Hobart ‘Town boasted of several. 


No. 27 contains a Return of the Process issued out of the Supreme Court 
from 1824 to 1835 inclusive. Ihave placed three columns in this Return, 
to show the proportion in 1000 of the Free Population, in the number of 
Actions tried, in the number of Judgments on Warrants of Attorney and 
Cognovit, and in Equity Suits commenced, in order that your Excellency 
may be enabled to perceive what the Civil Proceedings in the Supreme 
Court have been during the period, 
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By this Return it will be observed that the number of Actions tried in 
1825, (the Supreme Court was not in operation for more than the latter 
half of 1824) as compared with 1835, will show a reduction, in proportion 
to the population, from 137; to 275%; mn every 1000, and a decrease in 
Judgments on Warrants of Attorney and Cognovit for the same period, from 
2244 to 11, and in Equity Suits, from 17-4 to}s. 


So likewise in Return No. 28, which includes the Process issued out of 
the Courts of Requests, from 1825 to 1835 inclusive. 


Your Excellency will remark, that in the proportion of 100 of the popu- 
lation the Summonses, which in 1825 amounted to 14,4. had in 1835 


decreased to 9,%°., and that the actions tried, which in 1825 were in the 


like proportion, 71, had in 1835 amounted only to 735. 

The Returns from No. 29 to 33 inclusive, relate to Trials and their results 
in Criminal Proceedings in the Supreme Court, Courts of Quarter Sessions, 
and the Police and Superintendents of Convicts’ Offices, from 1824 to 1835 
inclusive. To these Returns, which have been compiled with the greatest 
care, I would beg to call your Excellency’s attention, as marking most 
strongly the gradual decrease of the more heinous crime against the person 
and property ; and of the increased detection and punishment of al! the 
minor offences committed chiefly by convicts, especially since your Excel- 
lency introduced in 1827 and 1828 the existing system of Police. These 
Returns have been so prepared, that they show the nature and extent of 
each crime for each year in proportion to both free and convict population, 
aud exhibit most satisfactory results. 


I request permission to refer your Excellency more particularly to 
Return No. 31, where it will be found that the number of Murders has 
decreased from 16 to 3, or from 14 in every thousand of the population, in 
1824, to =3. in 1835. Manslaughter from 4 in one thousand to 5. So 
likewise in Crimes against Property. Burglary has decreased from 21, in 
1824, to 5 in 1835, or from 13 in one thousand to 4. Housebreaking from 
1 to 5. Stealing in Dwelling-house from 5% to ',, and with putting 
in fear in addition, from 1 in 1000 to 2.  Sheep-stealing has decreased 
from 4 to 4, although with great facilities, as well as greater temptation, 


from increased value. 


I must be permitted, moreover, to observe upon the humane policy of a 
system of Government which is so conspicuous as is exhibited in Returns 
Nos. 32 and 33. The first of these shows a decrease in executions from 
14 in 1000 of the population, for the last sia months of 1824, and from 

8 in 1000, in 1826, to =; per thousand for the whole of the year 1835, 
whilst the Return No. 33 shows generally an increase in all Minor Offences 
and Misdemeanors, more particularly from the year 1827, when the Police 
Magistrates were first appointed, prior to which period offences of such 
descriptions were, from a variety of causes, comparatively speaking, unde- 
tected and consequently unpunished. 


The Minor Offences alluded to in this Return have reference in general 
to convicts ; but the increase with free people may probably be ascribed 
to the annually increasing number of convicts who become free by servi- 
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tude. Irom the circumstance however of the annual increase in the minor 
crimes for the last two or three years not being proportionately progressive, 
as compared with previous years, commencing with 1827, the attention 
which has, since that period, been bestowed on them, tends to the conclu- 
sion that even those offences are upon the decrease, and, therefore, leads 
to the expectation that acontinuance of the same system will, in due time, 
operate materially to the prevention of minor crimes in the first instance, 
and ultimately induce the abandonment of those major offences which are 
usually committed after a successful course of impunity in the minor. 


Nos. 34 and 35 have reference to the Gaols of the Colony. Of these 
no record is extant prior to the year 1828. In that year the number of 
prisoners confined in gaol amounted to 322, and of debtors to 17, whilst 
in 1835 the number of the former was 159, and of the latter 17, notwith- 
standing the increase of population, as has already been stated, at the rate 
of 228 per cent. in the whole period. 


In No. 36, it is stated that the number of male convicts was 5700, and 
females 444, in 1824 ; and in 1835, the males were 14903, and females 2051. 
The Return also shows the actual number of Tickets-of-Leave and Pardons 
issued to convicts in each year, from 1824 to 1835 inclusive ; also the pro- 
portion per cent. to the whole number for each description of indulgence. 
‘Tickets-of-Leave, in 1824, the male convicts received that indulgence to 
the extent of 101+ per centum, and in 1835, 514285, and the females, in 
1824, from 2,1, to 6,24, ; and of pardons, the males received, in 1824, 
315 per centum, and in 1835, 1%8°°; and the females who in 1829 (their 
first year) were at the rate of 22° per centum, in 1835 were 142°. By 
this Return, it will therefore appear that the improvement in the conduct 
of the convicts has not been obtained by an increase of Indulgences, but 
on the contrary, with the exception of ‘Tickets-of-Leave to the females, by 
a remarkable decrease, so that it would appear to be ascribable only to an 
improved system of discipline for the prevention of crimes, but more parti- 
cularly of minor offences. 


The Returns from 37 to 47 inclusive, relate exclusively to the Penal Set- 
tlement at Port Arthur, and in every point of view show results equally 
important as satisfactory. ‘This Penal Settlement was established by your 
Excellency in 1830, and the Returns embrace the period for that year to 
the end of 1835. 


From No. 37 it appears that the number of convicts at this Settlement 
under punishment, in 1830, was 68, and in 1835, 911, and including the 
boys at Point Puer, 1181: the total number of men received during that 
period being 1711. 


The number of convicts sent there a second time for punishment had 
amounted, to the end of 1835, to 82, whilst there were 729 removed from 
thence for good conduct during the same period. The deaths were 72, 
being on the average of 5 years in proportion to the whole number, as 1 in 
51, thereby showing a more favourable result than is to be found in any 
part of Europe, excepting Ireland, where the deaths are, in proportion to 
the population, as one in 53, and in England as one in 58, 
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No. 38 is a Return of the Establishment formed at Point Puer, at Port 
Arthur, for the reformation and instruction of convict boys who arrive from 
ingland when very young, but who are sent there for improvement in 
trades, but not under punishment. 


This establishment was formed in 1834, and the Return, therefore, only 
embraces that year and 1835. During that period, the number of boys 
sent there amounted to 274; the maximum age of the boys received was 
18, the minimum 10, and the number of punishments for serious offences 
10. In the year 1835, 20 of these boys had been taught to work as car- 
penters, 6 as blacksmiths, 35 as shoemakers, 18 as tailors, 14 as sawyers, 
and 149 as labourers; the total value of work performed by them for the 
years 1834 and 1835 amounted to £2,875 ; of those boys 161 could read 
on landing, and 113 of them had been taught to read since their removal 
to that establishment. 


No. 39 is a Return of the Diseases treated at Port Arthur, distinguish- 
ing the cases and the number of deaths in each year, and each disease. 
This Return shows that dysenteria and scorbutus have been the prevailing 
diseases at Port Arthur; but that they have been greatly decreased in con- 
sequence of the liberal allowance of vegetables now issued to the convicts. 
I have added a note to the foot of this Return, which has reference to the 
cases of those two diseases treated in the half-year ending June 1836, for 
the purpose of showing that the decrease is still proceeding ; and in proof 
also that the very healthy state of the Settlement is upon a permanent 
basis, I have added the extraordinary fact, that during the same half-year 
4 deaths only occurred, although the prisoner population had ranged as 
high as 1168; and this event is the more remarkable, when the circum- 
stances of the previously dissipated habits, and injured constitutions of the 
convicts, produced by their former intemperate lives, receive due conside- 
ration. : 


No. 40 is a Return of the Rations issued at Port Arthur ; and this Return 
will be useful for the purposes of comparison with that for the current year, 
which will show a reduction in the meat ration generally, by substituting a 
greater allowance of vegetables, and by decreasing the ration for the boys 
at Point Puer, which had been found to be too large. 


I have been thus minute in bringing the state of crime and punishment 
under review at the Penal Settlement at Port Arthur, as the conduct of the 
convicts in other parts of the colony depends so much upon the success of 
the system pursued there, that an importance is, in consequence, attached 
to it which ought not to be lost sight of. Of its usefulness at present 
there can be no doubt; and it is very gratifying to know that it is main- 
tained with a decrease in corporal punishments. 


No. 42 is a Return of the amount and value of the labour expended from 
1830 to 1835, exclusive of the boys’ establishment at Point Puer. The 
amount of labour (reduced to weeks at an average of 12s. 6d. for mecha- 
nics, and 4s. for labourers,) augmented from 432, in 1830, to 42,224 in 
1835, whilst its value at the same periods was 188/., and 16,0961., creating 
a total during the whole term of 42,586/. 
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No. 43 shows the total value of the labours performed—the value of the 
Exports—and the value of the Shipwrights’ work, by the prisoners under 
punishment, as well as the boys, from the year 1830 to 1835 inclusive ; as 
also the value of Vegetables raised by their labour, making the value of 
their united labours amount to 45,377/.—of the exports, to 13,297/.—and of 
vegetables, to 4:16/. 


No. 44 gives a Return of the quantity of Timber cut, and its distribution 
during the whole period, (from 1830 to 1835) showing that 3,275,200 feet 
were cut—of which 1,120,700 feet were exported—and 2,154,500 feet 
were used at the Settlement. 


No. 45 is a Return of the Land under cultivation—its produce and value— 
21 acres were in garden cultivation—and 14:7,323lbs. of vegetables have 
been produced during the years 1834 and 1835. 

No. 46 is a Return of the value of the Exports from Port Arthur, from 
1831 to 1835 inclusive, which increased from 1,014/., in 1831, to 5,382I/. 
in. gso.—And 


No. 47 is a Return of the value of the Shipwrights’ work, which amounted, 
in the years 1834 and 1835, to the sum of 4,355/.

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INTRODUCTION TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


To His Exceityiency, Sir Joun Franxwin, K.C.H., K.R. 
Colonial Secretary’s Office, Hobart Town, 14th February, 1839. 


Sir,—On the 10th of October, 1836, I-had the honour of furnishing 
your Excellency’s predecessor, Sir George Arthur, with 46 Statistical 
Returns, relating to the Government of the Colony of Van Diemen’s Land, 
which embraced a period of twelve years, viz., from 1824 to 1835, both 
inclusive; and having completed similar Returns, with several additional 
ones of importance, for the years 1836, 1837, and 1838, I have now the 
honour of submitting them to your Excellency, and in doing so I shall 
avail myself of the opportunity afforded me to offer a few observations on 
the results which they exhibit. 


Before, however, I proceed with the subject, I would state that the 
edition which was printed of the Statistics, up to 1835, having been more 
eagerly sought after than was anticipated, and numerous applications having 
been made for copies which I have been unable to supply, I have caused a 
second edition of them to be published, in which the typographical errors of 
the former one have been corrected. 


In the Returns for the twelve years prior to 1836, I had the gratification 
of exhibiting a cause of Colonial prosperity and advancement which I believe 
has never been exceeded, and but seldom equalled. In some few respects 
the Colony has not advanced with the same rapid strides during the three 
subsequent years, owing however to partial causes, which I shall endeavour 
to explain, but this will serve to prove that the resources of the Colony are 
fixed on so permanent a basis, as to enable it readily to surmount such heavy 
trials as it has recently undergone. _ 


Your Excellency is aware that the staple articles of export and wealth of 
this Colony are Wool and Oil, and that during the years 1835 and 1836 
they had attained very high prices in the English market, but that owing to 
a sudden depreciation there, arising chiefly from foreign causes, their value, 
and more particularly that of Wool, fell, in 1837, to such an extent, as to 
require nearly all the exports of two years to equal the amount of the 
previous year. Such a reverse was of course sensibly felt in the collection 
of the Revenues of the Government, but the results, as will soon appear, do not 
prove to have been so prejudicial as might reasonably have been expected. 
I shall now go through the several Tables more in detail, and bring forward 
such points as may appear worthy of your Excellency’s consideration. 
Return No. 1 exhibits an increase in the fixed Revenue, from £91,320, 
in 1835, to £98,081 in 1838. There is every reason for believing that this 
inerease would have been much greater had there been no Colonial Distil- 
Jation, which with other causes I shall presently mention, account for the 
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very trifling increase under the head of Customs. It has been most 
clearly proved, by satisfactory evidence before a Committee of the Legisla- 
tive Council, that with a small exception the whole of the Colonial Spirits 
have been mixed with Foreign Spirits, and retailed under the latter character 
and denomination. By this practice alone the Revenue has suffered to the 
extent of more than £18,000. ‘The reduction of the price of labour, and 
the improvement in the moral and civilized habits of the lower classes, have 
induced the use of the more cheap and wholesome beverage of beer, which 
of course must also have greatly displaced the use of Spirits. 


Return No. 2 gives a comparative account of the Expenditure for the 
three years, from which it appears that it has increased from £103,027, in 
1835, to £133,681 in 1838. Much of this increase is, however, owing to 
the expenses of the Police, which were in the former year defrayed by the 
Home Government, being now borne by the Colony ; and if this item were 
deducted, amounting to rather more than £26,000, the actual increase would 
be only £4000, a sum very much less in proportion than the increase in the 
fixed Revenue, or in that of the population. 


On Return No. 3 I have no remarks to make, further than that the in- 
crease is owing to a pension of £31 18s. Qd. a year to R. Collins, a super- 
annuated overseer, and that.a decrease of £100 per annum has since taken 
place by the death of the Rev. R. Knopwood. 


From No. 4 it will be seen that the number of Vessels entered inwards 
and cleared outwards, in 1835, was—inwards, Vessels, 229, tonnage, 55,833, 
outwards, Vessels, 225, tonnage, 53,560; whereas in 1838 they had increased 
respectively to—inwards, Vessels, 370, tonnage, 64,454, outwards, 369, 
tonnage, 63,392, being an increase of 61 per cent. on the Vessels inwards, 
and 64 per cent. on those outwards. 


No. 5 shows that the Imports for the three years have increased 20 per cent., 
and the very pleasing fact that the Exports for the same period have increased 
at the astonishing rate of 81 per cent., or from £320,679, in 1835, to 
£581,475 in 1838. The Imports are more than £15 for every individual 
on the Island. ‘This great increase in our trade is no doubt in some mea- 
sure attributable to the establishment of the two New Colonies of South- 
ern Australia and Port Phillip, which has given a fresh stimulus to com- 
merce. 


No. 5* is a Return of the quantity and value of Exports, the produce of 
the Island ; and your Excellency will be gratified to remark that the exports 
of Wool have increased from 8,000 bales, in 1835, value £142,921, to nearly 
11,000 bales in 1838, value £171,590. ‘The Oil has likewise increased 
from 2,154 tuns, value £51,398, to 4801 tuns, value £121,270, or more 
than double; and the Whalebone, from 132 tons, value £10,698, to 187 
tons, value 15,807. 


From No. 6 your Excellency will perceive that the increase in the 
number of Vessels and Tonnage belonging to the Colony has even more 
than kept pace with the great advancement of our commerce. The 
Vessels have increased 42 per cent. in the three years, the Tonnage 90 per 
cent., from which it is evident that more distant trade is now undertaken 
by our merchants than formerly. 
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Return No. 7 shows that Ship-building is likely to prove another source 
of Colonial industry. The number of Vessels built in 1835 was 5, with a 
tonnage of 382, while in 1838 10 Vessels were built, tonnage 1,267, a very 
great and rapid increase. : 


No. 8 gives a Return of the number of Grants of Land and of the number 
of Acres granted for the three years. From No. 9, which your Excellency 
will observe contains the number of acres of Crown Land sold during the 
three years, and the average price per acre, it will be perceived that the 
average has been 8s. 54d. per acre, the highest average being that of 1836, 
when it was 9s. 93d. per acre, having annually decreased since that period. 


From Nos. 10 and 11, it appears that the number of acres in Crop has 
increased from 87,283 to 108,000, or nearly 24 per cent. ‘The number of 
Horses has increased at the rate of 49 per cent., and that of Sheep from 
824,256, in 1835, to 1,214,485. 


Return No. 17 is a comparative account of the Population, showing that 
it has increased from 40,283, in 1835, to 45,846 in 1838, or nearly 14 per 
cent. ; and it is satisfactory to see that while the male population has 
increased only about 13 per cent., the number of females has increased 
nearly 21 per cent., and that of free females more than 25 per cent. If 
would also observe that the number of births and deaths are those only 
returned by the ministers of the Church of England, and the former column 
refers to those only who have been christened ; and although the number of 
deaths must be near the truth, yet the actual number of births has been very 
much under-stated. 


Return 18* and 18** show the number of Inquests held on persons who 
have died directly or indirectly from drunkenness, from the year 1830 to 
the end of March 1838, and your Excellency will be gratified on observing, 
that the year 1837 exhibits a marked decrease when compared with that of 
1836 ; and if we may judge of the year 1838 from the Returns of the first 
quarter, the decrease is still greater, and is yet more remarkable among the 
bond than the free. 


From Return No. 19, which gives a comparative account of the Rates of 
Wages, it will be perceived that the wages have fallen, though slightly, during 
the three years, at the average rate of above sixpence per diem. 


Return No. 20 gives the number of Diseases treated at Her Majesty’s 
Colonial Hospitals for the three years, and the number of Deaths. 


The next Return, that of Manufactories and Trades, shows a progressive 
inerease in almost every branch, some of which I would more especially 
particularize. In 1835 the number of Mills driven by water and wind was 
47 ; it is now 51; and in the place of one driven by steam we have now three. 


The number of Breweries, Cooperages, Candle Manufactories, Engineers, 
Sailmakers, and Shipwrights, has also greatly increased. This increase is in 
a great measure accounted for by Return 21*, which shows that the number 
of miles of metalled roads in the Colony has during the three years been 
very nearly doubled. Prior to 1836 there were only 68 miles so metalled, 
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there are now more than 110; of these 110 miles, 97 are on M‘Adatn’s * 
plan, and 13 on that of Telford. ‘Lhe number of Bridges erected during 
the above period is 9, and that of Culverts 274. 893,000 cubic yards of 
excavation, and 757,000 cubic yards of embankment, have also been formed. 
The cross roads have also been improved and better lines adopted. 


No. 22 exhibits a comparative account of the number of Licenses issued 
to Publicans and to Wholesale Dealers in Spirits, both of which have 
decreased, the former from 273 to 239, and the latter from 66 to 37. 


Nos. 23 and 23* have reference to the Post Office. The number of Post 
Offices in 1835 was 30; it is now 34; in the former year the Mail was for- 
warded twice a week to 28 Stations, and once a week to the remaining. 
It is now forwarded once a day to 2 stations, twice a week to 28, and 
once a week to the remainder, and the cross Mails are now forwarded on 
horseback, instead of by foot messengers, which allows much more time to 
correspondents in the country to answer their letters, and insures more 
punctuality in the delivery. 23* relates entirely to the Two-penny Post 
established in 1836; there are three deliveries in the day, and the number of 
letters has already increased from 9,689 to 16,095. “A Two-penny Post 
has now also been established in Launceston. 


From Return No. 24, which gives a comparative statement of the places 
of Public Worship, your Excellency will be pleased on observing, that 
although a very great increase had taken place prior to the year 1836, yet 
that a still greater has since occurred, the number having increased from 18 
to 32, and of sittings from 8,369 to 14,000, and this does not include tem- 
porary buildings, or those which contain less than 100 sittings. 


Returns 25 and 26 relate to the Government Schools. The latter more 
especially refers to the prisoners at Port Arthur, of whom 196 attend the 
evening school, the attendance of the adults being voluntary. 


No. 27 is a Return of Process issued out of the Supreme Court. In my 
former letter I had occasion to remark on the great decrease which had 
taken place in the number of actions tried as compared with the population ; 
this decrease has still been going on, as well as in judgments or warrants 
of attorney, and cognovits, which have decreased from 18:; to 62; in 1000 
of the free population. 


No. 28 is a Return of Process issued out of the Courts of Requests, and 
here also your Excellency will cbserve that the actions tried, which in 1835 
amounted to 7,3, in every 100 of the population, has decreased to 62: ; not- 
withstanding that both Crimes against the Person and against Property had 
greatly decreased up to the year 1836, yet your Excellency will perceive 
from Return No. 31, that Crimes against the Person have decreased from 22 
in 1000 to 32, and those against Property, from 8}+ in 1000 to 222, 5 


‘The number of Executions in the Colony for the three years ending 
December 1835 was 37; the number for the three years ending December 
1838 was only 15, or not one half; the number for 1838 alone being 3; and 
it is highly gratifying to find that this more merciful system has been 
attended with a decrease in crime. . cits 
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I would next call your Excellency’s attention to Returns 33* and 38**. 
The former of which gives a summary of each description of the various 
Offences brought before the Police, for the half years ending 30th of June, 
and 31st of December, 1838, and the latter a statement of Punishments 
inflicted. It will be seen that of the 13 descriptions of offences stated, a 
marked decrease has taken place in 9, those showing a decrease being 3, 
the numbers in the other being the same. 


The latter Return more especially shows that this decrease has been 
amongst the major offences, as the decrease in the number of persons flogged 
for the half-years has been 74, and the decrease in the number of lashes 
8314, or nearly one-fourth. 


The remaining Returns may be passed over more briefly. Nos. 34 and 
35 relate to the Gaols, and 36 gives the proportion of ‘Tickets-of-Leave and 
Conditional Pardons granted during the years 1836, 1837, and 1838. 


From No. 37 inclusive, the Returns relate to the Penal Settlement at 
Port Arthur; but as [ entered so fully on this subject in my letter to your 
Excellency’s predecessor, I need not here enlarge; yet I would mention 
that the morals of the Convicts have improved, the number sent up for 
good behaviour in 1835 being 286, whereas in 1838 it was 439, or 1 in 2 
nearly. The number of Deaths has decreased from 1 in 34 to 1 in 58. 
The general health of the Settlement is also much better.

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Nore A.—In 1835, there was much exposure to cold and damp, in consequence of extensive logging carried 
on in the water, which the Medical Officer observes conduced no doubt powerfully to produce the increase for 
this year in the above disease. 


Nott B,—The Medical Officer attributes the decrease of Scorbutus, wholly to the addition of vegetables to 
the former ration. 


N. B.—In addition to the deaths treated in Hospital during the year 1837, there were four others, three of 
whom were drowned ; two in attempting to escape from the Peninsula; one accidentally; and the other killed by 
a bank of earth falling on him. 

In addition to the deaths treated in Hospital during the year 1838, there were eight others, three of whom were 
accidentally drowned ; three died suddenly of apoplexia ; one from gun-shot wounds, in endeavouring to escape 
from the custody of a soldier, and the other found dead from a blow on the head, apparently from the limb of 
a tree falling on him.
